As for seperatien of Autumn 
from winter and Summer from fall, I don't think it is usually nessacary as their 
usually aren't that many retreats. As a general practice I usually combine these 
seasons without even calling for a vote because it wouljl probably be more trouble 
than it's worth. However, if anyone has any strong objections out there, please 
voice them and I'll talk seme mere about this next month and maybe add a HR or 
two* As a final note, I'd like to say that when there is an even number of player 
left in a game (say 6 for instance), the vote en combining seasons will have to bo 
a majority (U to 2 in my example).
